The Agency has no objection to the proposed development but wishes to make the 
following comments:- 

The following advice is recommended in order to protect surface and ground waters 
from pollution. It is an offence to pollute surface and/or ground water under the 
Water Resources Act 1991 . 

The applicant should ensure that provisions for foul water disposal are adequate for 
the site population and that no discharge is made to surface water sewers or 
watercourses without consent of The Environment Agency. 

No discharges from cesspits or cesspools would be permitted.
